Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The patentability of claims 11, 14, and 17 were discussed. The 
validity of the 103 combination was discussed including whether the secondary reference taught away and the 
Examiner asserted that it did not. The Examiner also asserted that the proposed combination does yield the subject 
matter of each claim, specifically that the simple teaching of using stride history for the motivation given in Nakada 
instead of last value history is enough to modify Wang to use stride history patterns instead of value history patterns. 
Regarding claim 14, The Examiner indicated that the Wang reference does the prediction based on a threshold but 
doesn't define the threshold, which means that when the threshold is zero, the predictor of figure 4 will always do a 
prediction even if there is no entry in the table. In regard to claim 17, The examiner stated that the number of stride 
fields would be 6 after the 103 modification due to the pattern fields in Wang equalling 6 and there being no indication 
in either reference to make it otherwise. It was discussed on what may be a modification to overcome the reference. 
Mr. Radigan and HIadik indicated they may amend the claims to give detail on the types of stride patterns. 
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
